David Rasmussen, a veteran 
health care administrator who 
had spent the last 18 months as 
CEO of Russell County 
Hospital, took over the reins at 
Westlake Monday. 

Rasmussen, who received 
praise for the job he did at 
Russell County, became 
available last week after the 
Russell County Hospital board 
entered into an agreement with 
Central Baptist Hospital in 
Lexington for Central Baptist to 
manage the hospital. As a part of 
the agreement. Central Baptist 
brought in their own CEO, 
leaving Rasmussen on the 
outside. 

The vote to hire Rasmussen 
came after a short discussion in 


He will be paid $9,500 per month for the first six months, then 
$11,000 per month afterward. 

A native of Idaho, Rasmussen received his undergraduate degree 
from the University of Idaho and his master’s in health 
administration from the University of Arkansas-Little Rock. 

He has served as a hospital CEO for 21 years, first serving at three 
different hospitals in Oklahoma, then five years in Tennessee before 
coming to Russell County 18 months ago. 

At a media briefing Monday afternoon, Rasmussen said he never 
expected to land a job within just days of losing his old one. 

“I was totally surprised when some board members called me,” he 
said. “It was out of the blue (the job offer), and here I am.” 

Rasmussen said that he had been keeping up with Westlake’s 
situation through the media, so he knew some of the situation 
surrounding the hospital and its financial crisis. The board also 
talked straight with him in his interview. 

“The board didn’t pull any punches (in explaining the hospital’s 
financial woes), but I’m excited about the opportunity,” he said. “I 
don’t think it’s not fixable, but it’s going to be a big challenge. You 
have a lot of good people working here. 

“The primary goal is to get the hospital back in the black and 
being successful.”

The opening of the new behavioral health unit at Westlake 
Regional Hospital is having the desired effect, as admissions were 
up from June to July, as was the average daily census. 

At Tuesday night’s regular monthly meeting of the board of 
trustees, Interim Chief Financial Officer (CFO) Tammy Curry said 
that admissions were up 40 from June to July, and there were a total 
of 550 patient days spent in the hospital, 221 of them in the 
behavioral health unit. 

“The average daily census for July was 17.7, compared to 7.3 in 
June,” Curry told the board. 

The financial status of the hospital is still bleak, but is showing 
improvement.

High School’s ACT 
Scores Show Decline

The ACT scores for Adair County High School released last week 
declined in all areas, and showed that only 10 percent of students 
are meeting the benchmarks set by the state. 

The scores, which were presented to the Board of Education by 
Instructional Supervisor Phyllis Curry at its last meeting and 
released to the general public last Thursday, reflect the March 2012 
administration taken by all the 11th graders (a total of 179) at the 
high school. 

The ACT scores declined in all four subject areas tested - 
English, math, reading and science - and the overall composite 
score of 17.5 was 1.1 point below the 2011 composite score and the 
lowest in the past five years.

I get countless e-mails, probably an average of 75 or 
so a day. A big portion of them are junk - news releases 
from political action groups espousing their points of 
view, music releases and concert information, and 
things like that which I automatically delete. Many 
others I open just to make sure that they don’t contain 
anything pertinent for our readers before sending them 
into the deleted file. On occasion I’ll come across 
something I find interesting. 

Last week, I received an e-mail from an organization 
(or something) called “Good News About Aging” that 
was an article by a neuroscience researcher, Mark 
Underwood, about the effect of technology on the 
brain. While it dealt with aging, to me it applies more 
to the younger generation. 

Underwood wrote about the wired world we live in, 
and how one can stay connected with friends, family 
and coworkers almost anywhere, anytime via an ever¬ 
growing number of electronic devices. And, as people 
become hooked on technology, they add even more 
tools to their high-tech repository of gadgets. 
Everywhere you look, you find people checking e-mail, 
browsing the internet, sending text messages, checking 
social media sites, watching movies, playing video 
games, etc. 

Now, according to the article, experts have found that 
constant checking social media sites, checking e-mail, 
or texting can become an unhealthy addiction. If you 
spend too much time “talking” on-line instead of on the 
phone or in person, the brain circuits that control 
human contact skill will weaken, and the hold that 
technology has on many people can lead to symptoms 
similar to depression and obsessive-compulsive 
disorder. 

I’m in total agreement with the article. Even in our 
community, it’s hard to find a kid over the age of seven 
or eight without a cell phone, iphone, or some other 
device which they are constantly using. A lot of 
younger adults are the same, or even worse, using 
tablets, laptops or some other device to check 
something or communicate with someone, instead of 
trying to carry on a conversation in person.

The 
girl replied that when they got to the mall, both of their 
iphones were dead, so they didn’t know what to do.

Second Of 3 Furlough Days To Help 
Balance Judicial Branch Budget 

Courthouses will be closed statewide and all court services will 
be unavailable Tuesday, Sept. 4, as the Kentucky Judicial Branch 
shuts down for the second of three furlough days in 2012. The court 
system also will be closed on Monday, Sept. 3, to observe the Labor 
Day holiday. 

This will be the first time since Kentucky’s modern court system 
was formed in 1976 that the Judicial Branch must close courthouse 
doors to balance its budget. 

The furloughs will affect only non-elected court personnel, who 
will be off work without pay as part of the Judicial Branch’s Fiscal 
Year 2013 Budget Reduction Plan. The entire court system shut 
down Aug. 6 and will be closed again on Tuesday, Sept. 4, and 
Monday, Oct. 15. This includes the Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeals, Circuit Court, District Court, Offices of Circuit Court 
Clerk, the Administrative Office of the Courts and all court 
services, including Pretrial Services, Drug Court, the Court 
Designated Worker Program, Court Interpreting Services, the State 
Law Library and driver license branches. 

The Supreme Court of Kentucky has approved two orders <http:/ 
/www.courts.ky.gov/furlough.htm> that provide guidance on how 
the statewide court closures are to be implemented. While the two 
orders provide more detail, below is a summary of what the public 
and the law enforcement and legal communities should expect on 
furlough days: 

•Trials and other court proceedings will not be scheduled on 
furlough days as there will be no staff available. Items already on 
the docket for those days will be rescheduled. 

•Driver licenses will not be issued. 

•The Supreme Court will suspend its rule requiring pretrial 
officers to interview a defendant within 12 hours after 
incarceration. No Pretrial Services staff will be working on 
furlough days. 

•Deputy clerks will not be available to process bonds and no 
release orders will be issued. 

•Existing after-hours protocol will be followed for processing 
domestic violence orders (DVOs) and emergency protective orders 
(EPOs). 

•Local court designated workers will not be available. The Court 
Designated Worker Program will have a supervisor available to 
ensure that law enforcement adheres to its statutory requirements in 
cases involving the arrest and custody of juveniles. 

•Technology Services staff will not be available to recover the 
CourtNet database in the event the system experiences an 
interruption in service. 

•County offices that share space with the state court system in 
courthouses and judicial centers will not be affected. 

Furloughs are one of several measures included in the Judicial 
Branch’s FY 2013 Budget Reduction Plan. The 2012 Kentucky 
General Assembly reduced the total funds available to the Judicial 
Branch by $25.2 million for FY 2013. This included a permanent 
reduction to the annual base operating budget of $16.2 million and 
a one-time transfer of $9 million in payroll to the state’s general 
fund on June 30, 2012. Since the economic crisis began in 2008, the 
Judicial Branch has sustained repeated reductions to its budget and 
has cut 282 employees statewide, eliminated court programs and 
trimmed operating costs at all four levels of the court system to stay 
within its budget. 

The Supreme Court and leadership from the Administrative 
Office of the Courts will meet in January 2013 to determine if 
additional furloughs and reductions are necessary for the remainder 
of FY 2013, which runs July 1, 2012, to June 30, 2013. They will 
also begin drafting a budget reduction plan for FY 2014, which 
presents an even greater shortfall than in FY 2013. 

Kentucky Judicial Branch 

The chief justice of Kentucky is the administrative head of the 
state court system and is responsible for its operation. The 
Administrative Office of the Courts is the operations arm of the 
court system. The AOC executes the Judicial Branch budget and 
supports the activities of nearly 3,300 court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges and circuit court clerks. 


Judicial Nominating Commission 
Announces Nominees For Vacant 
Judgeship In Adair And Casey 

The Judicial Nominating Commission, led by Chief Justice 
of Kentucky John D. Minton Jr., recently announced 
nominees to fill the vacant Circuit Court judgeship in the 29th 
Judicial Circuit, which consists of Adair and Casey counties. 

The three attorneys named as nominees to fill the vacancy 
are Jerry L. Foster, Judy Denise Vance and Ronald Brian 
Wright. Both Vance and Wright have filed to seek election to 
fill the unexpired term of the late Judge James G. Weddle. 

Foster is in private practice and is based in Liberty. He 
received his juris doctor from the University of Kentucky 
College of Law. Vance is in private practice and is based in 
Columbia. She received her juris doctor from Thomas M. 
Cooley Law School. Wright is the commonwealth’s attorney 
for Adair and Casey counties and received his juris doctor 
from the University of Kentucky College of Law. 

The judicial vacancy was created by the passing of Judge 
Weddle on April 11,2012. 

Judicial Nominating Process 

When a judicial vacancy occurs, the executive secretary of 
the Judicial Nominating Commission publishes a notice of 
vacancy in the judicial circuit or the judicial district affected. 
Attorneys may recommend someone or nominate themselves. 
The names of the applicants are not released. Once 
nominations occur, the individuals interested in the position 
return a questionnaire to the Office of the Chief Justice. Chief 
Justice Minton then meets with the Judicial Nominating 
Commission to choose three nominees. Because the 
Kentucky Constitution requires that three names be submitted 
to the governor, in some cases the commission submits an 
attorney’s name even though the attorney did not apply. A 
letter naming the three nominees is sent to Gov. Steve 
Beshear for review. The governor has 60 days to appoint a 
replacement, and his office makes the announcement.

Rasmussen said that he has 
outlined a 100-day plan on how 
he thinks he can improve the 
hospital. The number one 
priority is getting cash coming 
into the hospital. 

“Cash is king right now,” he 
said. “If you don’t have cash, 
you have to close.” 

At the present time, 
Rasmussen said the hospital has 
enough cash in the bank to 
operate for five days. He said by 
the time his first 100 days are 
up, he wants to have enough 
cash to operate for 15-20 days, 
then go forward from there. 

He said that he thinks the 
board is started in the right 
direction with the cuts in staff, 
cuts in pay and cuts in benefits. 

“There are 33 full-time 
equivalent employees no longer 
here, including seven who have 
resigned, and that’s about 10 
percent of the workforce,” he 
said. “The goal for any hospital 
is to get salary and benefit costs 
below 50 percent (of operating 
costs). The cuts have helped, but 
Westlake’s not there yet.” 

(Following the cuts, Westlake 
presently employees 273 at the 
hospital and its five clinics.) 

Having just been on the job 
for one day, Rasmussen said that 
he has not yet had the time to 


analyze every aspect of the 
hospital, but did mention a few 
things he felt could be 
improved. 

“The hospital is not laid out 
well,” he explained. “The 
emergency room is on the first 
floor, but the nurses’ station is 
on the second. If things could be 


remain in the hospital for up to 
eight more days, although the 
reimbursement rates for swing 
beds are lower. 

When asked, Rasmussen said 
that he was going to try to get 
the hospital restored to a Critical 
Access status, which pays a 
higher reimbursement for

moved around and get the 
nursing station downstairs, you 
would be able to better use your 
staff.” 

Another way to improve 
revenue would be to bring back 
the swing bed program, he said. 
Under the current regulations 
governing Medicare and 
Medicaid, those patients can 
only stay three days in acute 
care beds. However, using the 
swing beds, these patients can

Medicare and Medicaid. 
Westlake once had Critical 
Access status, but it was given 
up by the prior administration. 

“When I walked in this 
morning, I didn’t think there 
would be a chance to get Critical 
Assess back, but it might be 
possible,” he said. “We’re going 
to try, but it is going to be very, 
very hard to do.” 

Rasmussen said that he thinks 
Westlake will have to seek a

Curry said that the hospital 
had an estimated $3.6 million 
loss for the 2011-2012 fiscal 
year that ended June 30. She 
said the exact amount of the loss 
won’t be known until the 
auditors finished their 
examination. 

“The auditors have begun 
working, and we should get their 
report in October,” Curry said. 

For the month of July, Curry 
reported that the hospital had 
$3.8 million in revenue, with 
$1.7 million in expenses. 
However, due to discounted 
amounts paid by Medicare and 
Medicaid and private insurance 
companies, the hospital had a 
projected loss of $211,000 for 
July. She said this amount is the 
total for the hospital itself and 
all the clinics. 

Board member Craig Pyles 
asked Curry to provide financial 
figures for the hospital and each 
clinic separately, and she said 
she would. She noted that all 
clinics but one turned a profit in 
July. 

Curry went on to say that they 
have yet to begin receiving 
payments from the behavioral 
health unit, mainly due to 
problems with NextGen, the 
company that installed the 
electronic medical records 
system. She said they are 
working on getting everything 
straightened out, and hopefully 


will begin receiving payments 
from the behavioral health unit 
within two to three weeks. 

The next item discussed was 
the hospital’s operations, and 
board vice chairman Craig Pyles 
informed the rest of the board 
that the hospital has $1.4 million 
per month in fixed costs. He said 
that figure does not include any 
of the floating costs that change 
each month such as drugs, 
supplies, etc. Interim CFO Curry 
estimated these costs at between 
$300,000-500,000 per month. 

Pyles reported that of the $1.5 
million loan the hospital 
received from the county, $1.3 
million has been spent. 

“We paid a lot of bills, and 
kept back $200,000 to help pay 
salaries and other things if we 
need to,” he said. 

Tuesday night’s meeting was 
the first regular meeting for new 
CEO David Rasmussen, and he 
told the board that he’s had “a 
warm reception from the 
employees and staff.” 

Rasmussen said that his first 
couple of days on the job have 
been spent mainly meeting 
people. He met with all the 
department heads in a joint 
meeting on Monday, then met 
with them individually on 
Tuesday. 

Rasmussen said that he has 
begun looking at ways to

allowed to speak at the meeting 
since it was specially called and 
not open to public comments. 

Despite Young’s 

recommendation, the group 
failed to come to a consensus, 
with both parent representatives, 
Sandy Pyles and Melinda 
Franklin, opposing Young’s 
recommendation. 

“We’re in a really, really bad 
position here,” said Sandy Pyles 
as she addressed the audience 
directly. “I’ve had three kids 
that I’ve raised to not give in to 
peer pressure, but I’m doing that 
now, because that’s what all of 
you want.” Pyles comments 
curiously drew an applause from 
the very people she seemed to 


be scolding. 

Kevin Robertson spoke before 
the vote as well, and said that 
it’s a shame some of the things 
that have been said to him, and 
the behavior of some people 
throughout this process has been 
shocking. “I’ve had kids 
coming up to me, telling me I’m 
the swing vote tonight,” 
Robertson said. “That’s a 
shame, because I know they 
probably didn’t come to that 
conclusion on their own. 

“I love these kids, every one 
of them,” Robertson went on. “I 
tell them every day I love them.” 
Robertson said that despite 
pressure from both sides he was 
only acting on what he thought 
was in everyone’s best interest, 
and he had talked to many of the 


partner once they get things 
straightened out. 

“Rural hospitals need a 
partner,” he said. “With the way 
the market is moving, small, 
stand alone hospitals can’t 
survive.” 

In his talks with board 
members, Rasmussen said that 
he thinks the board wants to 
have local management and 
local control, but obtain a 
partner to provide more medical 
services. 

“I think we’ll affiliate (with 
another health care operation), 
but won’t sell it,” he said. 

Rasmussen said that he knows 
there’s a lot of work to be done 
to bring Westlake back, but he 
feels it can be done. 

“It’s never an easy job to take 
over something that has been 
allowed to flounder,” he said. 
“But we have great, dedicated 
people here. Based on standards, 
we are providing great care, and 
the hospital ranks in the top 
three percent of hospitals in the 
United States for cleanliness. 

“I’m excited about the 
opportunity here,” he continued. 
“I think we need to change the 
name from Westlake to Phoenix, 
because we’re going to rise from 
the fire.”

Two inmates at the Adair County Regional Jail 
Minimum Security Facility escaped shortly before

The English and reading sections of the ACT recorded the biggest declines, 1.5 points each. 
English scores fell from 17.5 in 2011 to 16 in 2012, while reading scores fell from 18.9 to 
17.4. Science scores fell from 18.7 in 2011 to 18 in 2012, and math scores from 18.5 to 18.2. 

The number of students meeting benchmark in each subject was also low, with on 37 
percent reaching the mark in English, 22 percent in math, 27 percent in reading and 15 
percent in science. 

“You don’t like to say it, but it’s not good when all of your ACT scores decline,” Curry said 
in an interview. “All of the scores are below the state average, and lower than most of the 
surrounding districts. The statewide trend shows that ACT scores are improving in most 
districts.” 

Curry noted that the current testing system is “like comparing apples to oranges. 

“You’re comparing a class to the previous class, not what the same students did last year 
and this year,” she explained. “The new accountability model that we’re going to has 
longitudinal tracking so we will be able to keep up with individual students. This model will 
be used after we have our benchmark established this year.” 

Curry pointed out that these ACT scores are not the scores that will be reported in October 
as part of the accountability measure under College and Career Readiness. Those scores will 
reflect the ACT scores of the 2012 ACHS graduating class. 

The next step to be taken to try to improve scores will be to work through the 
Comprehensive School and District Planning process this year, and put in place steps to 
improve performance on the 2013 ACT scores. 

“While it is the high school that gets the ACT scores, it’s not just a high school problem, it 
is a district problem,” Curry said. “Eighth grade students take the Explore test, tenth grade 
students take the Plan test. The whole district has to take responsibility for the scores.”

Pregnancy Check the Cm Herd 

With this summer’s heat and drought, most of the attention has 
been on the impact of crops. It is easy to overlook what potential 
damage has occurred within our beef and dairy herds. Risk exists 
that there have been some reproductive failures due to high 
temperatures. 

University research has shown that temperatures above 86 
degrees for 5 weeks or 100 degree for two weeks will cause a 
decrease in semen quality. Semen quality does not return to normal 
for about 2 months. Beef producers with spring calving cows and 
dairy producers both should consider pregnancy checking cows to 
make sure cattle got bred this summer. If several cows within the 
herd are open, poor semen quality may have been the cause. Your 
veterinarian can check your bulls to determine if semen quality is 
adequate. 

If several cows check open and semen quality is normal, several 
other heat related issues may have been an issue. Heat stress can 
also have negative reproductive effects on cows causing problems 
in early embryo development and decreasing blood flow to the 
uterus causing embryo loss. 

Pregnancy checking cattle only costs a few dollars per head and 
is a good management practice regardless of the year or weather.

Senior Derek Grant 
made his season debut and 
carried the Adair County 
offense, rushing for 150 
yards and four touchdowns 
on 19 carries. Grant’s first 
carry of the game went for 
over 30 yards and he was 
the first Indian to find the 


end zone, punching home 
the game’s first points on a 
one yard run with seven 
and a half minutes 
remaining in the first 
quarter. 

Quarterback Jake Hixson 
only threw the ball four 
times, but his three 
completions tallied him 
105 yards and three 
touchdowns on the night. 
Emory Bishop, Austin 
Roy, and Gerard Smith 
each hauled in TD catches. 
Senior kicker Alex 
Nickerson was a perfect 7- 
7 on extra points and 


booted five kickoffs into 
the end zone for 
touchbacks. 

The Indian defense 
looked to be much 
improved from the 
previous week, and with 
the addition of Grant to the 
linebacker corps was much 
quicker at getting to the 
ball and making tackles.

If you were brought up to read the bible, you have probably 
read the story of the life and time of Joseph and his very 
remarkable business career. The story tells how Joseph left his 
country under some very difficult circumstances and wound up 
in Egypt, a country that he knew nothing about. In time, through 
his hard work, diligence and commitment, he became the second 
most powerful man in Egypt, second only to the King. The story 
also proceeds to the point that not only is Joseph extremely 
successful, but he is one of the most famous and recognizable 
figures in all the land. The climax of Joseph’s career brings us to 
a profound realization. The Biblical narrative simply says: “And 
Joseph died and there arose a new King in Egypt which knew 
not Joseph”. 

This sentence is one of the most powerful business lessons 
ever written. Here was a man so successful and famous that 
everyone knew him. Then a few people dieOa few people are 
born and presto, no one knows him.

You’re talking 
to a parade.” If you think you have done enough to tell your 
story and that your job is finished, then I will tell you that 
overnight there are enough changes in our world that there are 
people who never heard your story. You can offer the best 
service, the lowest prices, and incentives for everyone who 
comes into your store—but if no one knows of your business, no 
one will come. 

Elias Howe invented the sewing machine, but he couldn’t get 
women to buy it. He wound up living in poverty and suffered 
the embarrassment of attending his wife’s funeral in a borrowed 
suit. Imagine the lives of all of the women that could have been 
made easier and more enjoyable if they had only known of 
Howe’s invention. But, because there was no advertising, 
women knew not of the sewing machine’s existence. 

Mozart wrote the world’s most beautiful music, yet he died 
penniless. Those who followed him and knew how to advertise 
grew wealthy by marketing Mozart’s great works.
